WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


American officials view the Chi- 
lean election of Marxist Salva- 
dor Allende as marking the pos- 
sible start of a large Latin 
American Communist bloc of 
nations. 


In addition to Chile, officials 


mentioned Peru, Argentina and 
Bolivia as candidates for Com* 
munist domination. 


An assessment of Allende's 


impact on Latin affairs came 
from a high American official 
who briefed Midwestern pub- 
lishers, editors and broadcast- 
ers 
in Chicago. The 
White 


House- organized backgrounder 
was presented Wednesday, but 
ground rules prevented release 
of what was said until the week- 
end. 


Although President Nixon was 


involved in some briefings, he 
was not on hand for the Allende 
analysis. 


Allende failed to get a clear 


popular-vote majority in the 
Chilean election, but his election 
by the Chilean Congress, with 
whom the decision rests, was 
expected by the American offi- 
cial. 


Over a period of years, Al- 


lende will probably establish a 
Communist government of some 
sort thereby bringing Commu- 
nism across the hemisphere 
from isolated Cuba to a major 
inland nation. 


The Inter-American Press As- 


sociation said over the weekend 
that Communist pressures are 
already being felt in Chile. 


The IAPA said in a report 


that newspapers and radio sta- 
tions are being sold in the wake 
of threats of violence. Newsmen 
have resigned and anti-Marxist 
reporters have been dismissed, 
IAPA said. 


The American view of South 


America in years to come is 
that Chile might be joined by al- 
ready deeply divided Argentina; 
by Peru, described as heading 
in directions difficult to deal 
with; and by Bolivia, which the 
official said is moving left, in an 
anti-United States direction. 


The future of the Organization 


of American States and the 
Western Hemisphere Defense 
Board would become extremely 
problematical, he added. The 
United States is keeping a close 
watch on the situation, but the 
official said at this point its in- 
fluence is not too great in Chile.

Wants Balance 
of Payments 
Strengthened

COPENHAGEN (AP) - The 


managing director of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund told the 
World Bank's annual meeting 
today he hopes 
the United 


States will strengthen its bal- 
ance of payments position by 
working to eliminate inflation 
and restore price stability. 


At the same time, Pierre-Paul 


Schweitzer, chief official of the 
116-nation body, proposed that 
inflation-hit industrial countries 
consider instituting wage and 
price controls. 


The French IMF chief did not 


specifically single out the Unit- 
ed States in exploring this idea, 
but declared that wage and 
price controls may be particu- 
larly useful in tackling contin- 
ued cost-push forces "at a time 
when fiscal and monetary poli- 
cies have stamped out excess 
demand and the economy is op- 
erating below capacity." 


This summarized the current 


situation in the United States 
and left the implication that 
Schweitzer was directing his re- 
marks to Washington, among 
others. 


In a speech prepared for de- 


livery to the opening session of 
the IMF-World Bank annual 
meeting, Schweitzer underlined 
the importance to the interna- 
tional monetary system of ob- 
taining a sustained improve- 
ment in the U.S. balance of pay- 
ments position. 


While noting some "encourag- 


ing" recent signs in U.S. and 
Canadian price developments, 
Schweitzer said over-all stabili- 
zation efforts against stubborn 
inflationary 
momentum 
had 


met with some disappointment. 


"In both countries wage set- 


tlements are still running sub- 
stantially in excess of normal 
'productivity growth and the 
task of economic management 
is clearly difficult," he de- 
clared. 


He added: "The United States 


and Canada will need to perse- 
vere in their protracted stabili- 


zation efforts-wlth particular 
care in the current situation of 
economic slack to avoid exces- 
sively 
expansionary 
policies 


that might nullify the progress 
already made against 
infla- 


tion." 


Schweitzer noted that during 


the first half of 1970, price in- 
creases in industrial countries 
were the largest since the Ko- 
rean War two decades ago. He 
cautioned national authorities to 
"attach a very high priority" to 
programs aimed at arresting 
the trend. 


Schweitzer said it was "unfor- 


tunate" that some industrial 
countries, by coping with such 
problems, had not given devel- 
opment 
assistance 
the 
high 


priority it deserved. At the 
same time, he welcomed the 
declaration by a large majority 
of donor governments in Tokyo 
sessions last week that they 
were in agreement with the 
principle "of untying develop- 
ment loans"—that is providing 
them to developing countries 
without 
imposing 
reciprocal 


purchasing obligations. 


On another key question fac- 


ing the conference, Schweitzer 
indicated there would be no fi- 
nal decision in Copenhagen on 
whether 
currency 
exchange 


rates—now permitted to fluctu- 
ate one per cent either side of a 
fixed parity—should be made 
more flexible. 
Believes Too 
Much Spent 
on Defense

COPENHAGEN 
(AP) - 


World Bank President Robert 
McNamara, former U.S. secre- 
tary of defense, said today that 
most countries are spending too 
much on defense and should 
shift to more foreign aid. 


"For the so called security of 


an ever spiraling arms race," 
he said, the world is spending 
$180 billion annually and the fig- 
ures go steadily up." 


Yet the rich nations, he went 


on, hesitate to keep on spending 
their present $7 billion on public 
development aid. 


"That 20 times more should 


be spent on military power than 
on constructive 
progress ap- 


pears to me to be the mark of 
an ultimate, and I sometimes 
Tear/incurable folly," he said. 


McNamara's speech was pre- 


pared for the opening of a 
week-long meeting of the bank 
and the International Monetary 
Fund. 


Pierre-Paul Schweitzer, man- 


aging director of the IMF, had 
just told the meeting that rich 
countries are not giving devel- 
opment aid "the high priority it 
deserves." 


McNamara also predicted a 


widening of the gap between 
rich and poor nations. By the 
end of the century, he said, the 
average American will have an 
income of about $10,000, the 
average Brazilian $500 and the 
average Indian $200. 


He denied that the birth con- 


trol movement is an effort by 
the rich countries to kill off the 
poor ones. 


"It has one source and one 


source only," he said, "the be- 
lief that without a slowing down 
and control of the population ex- 
plosion, the life awaiting mil- 
lions upon millions of the plan- 
et's future inhabitants will be 
stunted, miserable and tragic." 


Will Hot Use 
Private Bill 
Collectors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department, while ad- 
mitting that its collections oi 
debts owed the federal govern- 
ment declined last year, says it 
won't resort to private bill col- 
lectors. 


"It's 
not just a matter of 


going 
out 
and 
getting 
the 


bucks," said Leo Pellerzi, as- 
sistant attorney general for ad- 
ministration. 


"You have to have justice," 


he said. "We're not going to 
throw old people out of their 
homes or cause families to dis- 
integrate or put people on wel- 
fare." 


The department will strength- 


en its collection procedures, 
however, through assignment of 
four field supervisors and an at- 
torney in each U.S. Attorney's 
office to supervise collections 
and regularly review uncollect- 
ed debts. Pellerzi said FBI re- 
ports will be made on debtors 
who haven't paid within three 
months. 


A House Government Opera- 


tions subcommittee had sug- 
gested use of private collection 
agencies to get money owed be- 
cause of fines, judgments and 
penalties.

One banner— among the many 


strung out along the facades of 
Jam-packed Shea Stadium— told 
it like it was for the New York 
Mets. 


"Down, but Not Out!" was the 


brave message. 


Then Willie Stargell landed a 


450-foot haymaker and the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates left baseball's de- 
fending world champions reel- 
ing on the ropes in the National 
league East division count- 
down. 


Left-hander Jerry Koosman 


put the stumbling Mets back on 
their feet in the first game of 
Sunday's doubleheader at New 
York, taming the Pirates 4-1 
with a two-hitter. 


But Stargell's tape-measure 


homer ignited a four-run explo- 
sion in the 10th inning of the 
nightcap, powering the division 
leaders to a 9-5 victory that kept 
the third-place Mets 3% games 
off the pace with just nine to 
play. 


"I'd like to think that this was 


probably the biggest hit of my 
career," Stargell said after his 
31st homer of the season helped 
open a two-game gap between 
the Pirates and the runner-up 
Chicago Cubs, who blew a 6-4 
decision to pesky Montreal. 


"We're still not out of it," 


Mets skipper Gil Hodges main- 
tained grimly after Koosman 's 
brilliant effort was virtually nul- 
lified in the second game as 
Tom Seaver faltered again and 
the Pirates shrugged off a late 
New York comeback. "We still 
can win nine straight." 


The Expos stunned the Cubs 


with a four-run eighth inning 
rally keyed by Ron Fairly's dis- 
puted double. 


Elsewhere, 
Philadelphia 


tripped St. Louis 74 in 10 in- 
nings. Los Angeles edged Hous- 
ton 7-6 in 14 and Atlanta ripped 
Cincinnati 11-2. San Diego and 
San Francisco were idle. 


In the American League, Bal- 


timore blanked Cleveland 7-0, 
Minnesota drubbed the Chicago 
White Sox 8-1, the New York 
Yankees beat Detroit 5-1, Cali- 
fornia topped Oakland 4-2, Bos- 
ton trimmed Washington 3-1 and 
Milwaukee edged Kansas City 
4-3. 


Koosman retired the first 15 


batters he faced, gave up a 
sixth inning lead off homer by 
Jose Pagan and limited the Pi- 
rates to an eighth inning single 
by Stargell the rest of the way 
to end a four-game Met losing 
string. 


"He just overpowered us," Pi- 


rates Manager Danny Murtaugh 
said. "I told the guys 'Just for- 
get this one and 
get them in 


the next one.'" 


The Pirates obediently rocked 


Seaver for nine hits and five 
runs in the 5 1-3 innings he last- 
ed. The 1969 Cy Young Award 
winner, who has won just two of 
11 starts since Aug. 6, departed 
to a chorus of jeers from the 
season-high 
Shea 
crowd of 


54,806. A year ago, he won his 
last 10 to spearhead the Mets' 
pennant drive. 


Following Seaver's earliest 


exit of the season, the Mets 
erased a 5-2 deficit on Ken Bos- 
well's sixth inning homer and 
two-out, run-scoring singles by 
p|nch-hitter Ron Swoboda and 
Bud Harrelson in the seventh. 


But Stargell opened the 10th 


against reliever Tug McGraw 
with a shot off the Scoreboard in 
right-center field, breaking the 
knot, and the Pirates wrapped it 
up with three more runs— two 
on a triple by Gene Alley and 
&e other on a squeeze bunt by 
pitcher Dave Giusti. 
"It's a big boost," Stargell 


laid before the Pirates, having 
backed the Mets against the 
vail with three victories in the 
four-game Shea let, headed 
fcpraeward.

tralia's Gretel II won a spectac- 
ular America's Cup race Sun- 
day. 


But she'll have to win it twice 


as a result of a protest that was 
only one feature of a mad, mad, 
mad day at sea that only Jack 
London could have written— if 
he dared. 


It was a day that saw: 
—Intrepid, the American de- 


fender, finish within inches of 
Gretel II after the Australian 
challenger collided with her at 
the starting gun within feet of 
the race committee that will de- 
cide the protest. 


—Two dramatic rescues at 


sea. One was of Intrepid's 27- 
year-old cockpit tactician, Steve 
Van Dyke, who went ashore by 
helicopter suffering from a se- 
vere reaction when a bee stung 
his lip while he was sipping a 
soda before the start. 


The other was of seven people 


in an outboard which capsized 
in the wash of the boats of the 
spectator flotilla. 


Van Dyke recovered promptly 


after treatment ashore and the 
seven spectators were quickly 
rescued. 


—A mine scare, A rusted old 


globe first identified as a mean- 
dering old explosive from World 
War II was spotted amongst the 
fleet which immediately took 
evasive action. Later it turned 
out to be a fishing buoy. 


The protest presumably will 


be decided today by the race 
committee of the New York 
Yacht Club. The committee al- 
ready has had to handle one 
protest arising from a near col- 
lision in the first race last Tues- 
day. 


Both Intrepid, the NYYC Cup 


defender, and Gretel II protest- 
ed, but the committee disal- 
lowed it. 


If Intrepid is sustained, the 


score in the best-of-7 series will 
be 2-0. If Gretel II wins, it will 
be 1-up. 


In any case, it was a stunning 


triumph for the Aussies in a 
light southwest wind that never 
blew above eight knots. 


Intrepid pulled away from the 


ill-fated start, turning the first 
three marks with Increasing 
margins of 42 seconds, 1:19 and 
1:42. Gretel was close behind 
but hadn't been able to get close 
enough to challenge until the 
fourth leg when she trimmed a 
half minute from Intrepid. 


But Gretel II's skipper, Jim 


Hardy, turned the wheel over to 
36-year-old David Forbes, cur- 
rent world champion in 5.5-met- 
er sailboats. He has a reputa- 
tion as a downwind helmsman 
and he showed why. 


From then on the spectator 


fleet was treated to one of the 
truly exciting Cup finishes as 
Gretel II headed for home 
around the next-to-last buoy 
with a 50-second edge. 


Ficker just couldn't make it 


—in fact lost some ground and 
for only the seventh time in the 
69 races for a cup, a foreign 
boat took the victory cannon. 


Now the sea lawyers take 


over in the second protested 
race in five days after 36 years 
of dispute-free racing for the an- 
cient trophy.

Hard Soviet 
Line Could 
Curb Talks 
WASHINGTON (AP> - An 


administration source says the 
U.S.- Soviet arms curb talks — 
a showpiece of President Nix- 
on's Era of Negotiations policy 
— may fail if the Kremlin pur- 
sues a hard-line policy. 


Speaking under rules barring 


direct quotation, the source said 
of the strategic arms limitation 
talks - SALT: 


We can't say that it will suc- 


ceed, but we can say that if they 
fail it will be as a result of a po- 
litical decision, on the basis that 
the Soviets have decided to 
adopt a hard- line. 


These 
remarks, 
made 
to 


newsmen in Chicago and re- 
leased by the White House over 
the weekend, contrasted in tone 
with 
earlier 
administration 


statements. 
President 
Nixon, 


for example, said at a May 8 
news conference: 


"We're still far apart, but I 


will predict now that there will 
be an agreement, and when that 
agreement comes, it will be of 
great significance." 


And last month the officials 


told another group he was ex- 
tremely optimistic about the 
SALT prospects. But speaking 
in Chicago he said he is now 
cautiously optimistic about the 
outcome of the negotiations. 


No explanation was given for 


the apparent dampening of U.S. 
expectations. 


Among Items other sources 


reported about the secret talks 
are: 


—The Soviets made no re- 


sponse, other than asking typi- 
cal questions, to the U.S. missile 
freeze offer made late in the 
Vienna 
negotiating 
session 


which ended Aug. H. 


U.S. negotiators hope for a 


substantive reply when the talks 
resume in Helsinki Nov. 2. 


—Soviet negotiators 
turned 


down a proposal by U.S. Ambas- 
sador Gerard C. Smith for word- 
ing in the joint communique at 
the end of the initial round of 
talks in Vienna which would 
have indicated the two sides 
were reaching agreement in 
principle. 


The administration official in 


Chicago saw no direct setback 
for a SALT agreement in what 
he termed the flagrant Soviet 
and Egyptian violations of the 
Mideast cease-fire. 


Any proposed U.S.-Soviet dis- 


armament deal does not depend 
heavily on good faith and trust, 
he explained. He said a Soviet 
attempt to cheat on a SALT 
agreement would be spotted 
quickly enough by U.S. intelli- 
gence to prevent an upsetting of 
the strategic balance against 
the United States.

chairman during the Democrat- 
ic State Convention in Little 
Rock Saturday. 


Pollard 
expressed surprise 


that Purcell had accepted the 
chairmanship and termed it 
"the most partisan of jobs." 


Pollard questioned how Pur- 


ceil could be "fair and im- 
partial" in his legal interpreta- 
tions to state officeholders, 
especially Gov. Winthrop Rock- 
efeller, and serve as party 
chairman.

John Bell Williams agreed Sun- 
day that busing school children 
to achieve racial balance would 
probably be a primary topic of 
discussion at the conference. 


The 36th Southern Governors 


Conference was to begin here 
today. Rockefeller and Williams 
spoke at a news conference 
Sunday. 


"The 
(busing) problem is 


very much on the minds of all 
southern governors," Rockefel- 
ler said. 


The Arkansas governor said, 


however, that the "most far- 
reaching" subject on the agen- 
da for the two-day conference 
was development of a Southern 
strategy to combat environmen- 
tal problems. 


The governors are proposing 


a unique regional approach to 
pollution problems. Much of the 
work on the proposal was done 
by Don S. Smith of the Arkan- 
sas Pollution Control Commis- 
sion. 


Rockefeller also said Sunday 


that he had asked Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew to come to 
Arkansas during the general 
election campaign. 


On another topic, Rockefeller 


said Sunday he did not believe 
that U.S. Atty. G«J. John N. 
Mitchell had seriously said that 
the governor could "buy" re- 
election in Arkansas. 


"Being a good friend — or I 


thought I was — of the attorney 
general, I cannot help but be-

District off Columbia 
School System Faces 
Another Big Crisis

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


beleagured District of Columbia 
school system is facing another 
crisis with the city's teachers' 
union threatening a strike if the 
board of education goes ahead 
with a crash program to raise 
student reading levels. 


The immediate confrontation 


was over the board's plan to 
test the reading level today of 
the city's elementary and Junior 
high students. 


Union officials objected to 


testing 
today because, 
they 


said, differences with the school 
board over the so-called Clark 
plan have not been resolved. 


At issue is a program de- 


signed by sociologist Kenneth B. 
Clark to boost the reading and 
math skills of the Washington 
students this year through a 
crash program of intensified 
testing and instruction. 


Crucial to the Clark plan is a 


rating system for the city's 4,500 
teachers which possibly could 
involve merit pay and profes- 
sional advancement for instruc- 
tors whose students show dra- 
matic advancement in reading. 


Although the union has sever- 


al objections to ite Clark plan, 
the merit-advancement scheme 
— a traditional bugaboo to 
teachers' unions - is the key tg 
the current Washington dispute. 


WiU&m H. Simons, president 


of the Washington Teachers Un- 
ion, sajj^sls unfair to judge in- 
strtfuers by the performance of 
their students; too many other 
factors are involved. 


and some community 


also object that to* tests 


and even the goals of the pro- 


gram could be humiliating to 
Washington's mostly black stu- 
dents. The tests really reflect a 
white, middle-class upbringing 
they argue, and are meaning- 
less to a Negro child from a 
poor family living in a city 
about 70 per cent black. 


Of course, school officials see 


the matter in a different light — 
who is going to control the 
school system, the city's elected 
board of education or the union? 


The board, headed by Anita 


Allen, has offered the union a 
role in augmenting the basic 
Clark plan through consultation 
and recommendations, but re- 
cently stated it was "solely re- 
sponsible" for setting school 
policy. 


Simons, on the other hand, 


says previous school boards had 
promised the union a direct role 
in formulating classroom policy 
and the Allen administration 
has violated that agreement. 


By giving tests today and lat- 


er in the year, the board is giv- 
ing life to that violation, the un- 
ion argues, which would be jus- 
tification for a strike. 


Mrs. Allen and other educa- 


tion officials retorted that a un- 
ion-led refusal to administer the 
tests would abrogate the con- 
tract with the teachers, al- 
though they downplayed the 
possibility of retaliation against 
individual teachers. 


Caught in the middle are toe 


thousands of Washington school 
children. The district schools 
have teen in a morass of prob- 
lems in recent years, particular- 
ly since the abolition of segre- 
gated schools and the ending of 
achievement groupings in class- 
es led to an exodus of white, 
middle-class students.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Under 


heavy pressure from the admin- 
istration and the House Republi- 
can leadership a Judiciary sub* 
committee moved today toward 
expected approval of a tough 
anticrlme bill. 


The bill, moved along by 


Chairman Emanuel Celler, D* 
N.Y., to head off a GOP threat 
to force action, Is aimed prima- 
rily at organized crime and in- 
cludes stiff antibombing provi- 
sions. 


With law and order a major 


campaign issue this year, mem- 
bers of both parties are anxious 
to get on record against crime. 


The GOP-sponsored discharge 


threat was first made Thursday, 
causing Celler to go along with 
the bill favored by the Republi- 
cans and many Democrats and 
abandon his effort to make ex- 
tensive changes. 


The result is a bill closely par- 


alleling the version passed 73 to 
1 last January by the Senate. A 
major difference is the addition 
of a new section aimed at the 
use of explosives in 
terror 


bombings. 


The bill requires manufactur- 


ers, dealers and importers of 
explosives to be licensed by the 
federal government. It also bars 
sales to persons under 21, fel- 
ons, drug addicts, and anyone 
not a resident of the state in 
which the purchase is made, or 
a contiguous state. 


Although a final decision on 


penalties has not been made, 
tentative approval has been giv- 
en to the death penalty for any- 
one convicted of a bombing in 
which a 4ea th occurs. 


In addiildh'to covering federal, 


buildings, the bill makes it a 
crime to bomb property used or 
leased 
by the 
government, 


which would cover Selective 
Service offices and military re- 
cruiting stations. 


The provisions dealing with 


organized crime strengthen the 
wide variety of laws and court 
procedures in hopes of making 
it easier to arrest and convict 
syndicate leaders. 


The many sections of the bill 


establish special grand juries 
with expanding 
authority to 


investigate 
organized 
crime. 


Other provisions create new 
rules of contempt, perjury and 
immunity in an effort to compel 
witnesses to testify before grand 
juries. 


Provision is made for protec- 


tion of witnesses before they 
testify, strengthen federal au- 
thority to combat gambling and 
infiltration of legitimate busi- 
ness by racketeers, and provide 
for 25 years jail sentences for 
persons found by a judge to be 
"dangerous offenders." 


The bill has drawn severe 


criticism from lawyers' groups 
and civil rights organizations on 
grounds it contains repressive 
features and raises serious con- 
stitutional questions. 


Celler, who shares some of 


the critics' views, held exten- 
sive hearings on the bill and 
tried in subcommittee to change 
previsions he found most objec- 
tionable.

S. Vietnam 
Navy Strikes 
on Cambodia

SAIGON (AP) - A South 


Vietnamese naval task force 
has launched a major operation 
in Cambodia along the Bassac 
River about 35 miles southeast 
of Phnom Penh, a military 
spokesmen reported today. 


The 
operation, 
involving 


scores of gunboats and more 
than 1,000 Vietnamese marines, 
started Saturday but was not 
disclosed until today for securi- 
ty reasons, he said. 


Informed sources said there 


had been little significant action 
to date. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported one minor skir- 
hish Sunday when a Marine 
battalion clashed with North 
Vietnamese 
and

troops along Route 30 near 
Phum Taey, about 10 miles 
from the Vietnamese border.

At last report, 13,500 South 


Vietnamese troops were operat- 
ing inside Cambodia. 


Meanwhile, American war- 


planes slammed hundreds of 
tons of bombs into North Viet- 
namese positions around two ar- 
tillery bases in the northern 
quarter of South Vietnam and 
kept up raids on enemy supply 
routes in Laos and Cambodia. 


American 
bombers 
began 


their third week of concentrated 
raids around embattled Fire 
Base O'Reilly, near the Laotian 
border, where fresh 
fighting 


flared during the past 24 hours. 


They also attacked North 


Vietnamese positions threaten- 
ing Fire Base Fuller, four miles 
south of the demilitarized zone. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported that more than 200 
government troops clashed with 
North 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 


about 2Ms miles southeast of 
Fire Base O'Reilly, which has 
been besieged for the past two 
months. 


Fifteen North Vietnamese sol- 


diers were reported killed. Field 
reports said one South Vietnam- 
ese soldier was killed and one 
wounded. 


The U.S. 7th Air Force said its 


tactical fighter-bombers flew 16 
sorties in support of the South 
Vietnamese troops at O'Reilly 
during the 24-hour period ending 
at 6 a.m. today.

Jordan Army Reported 
Suffering Heavily as 
Syria Captures City 
Involvement *News Di|est 
Invaders 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


reported Syrian intervention in 
the Jordanian civil war appears 
to increase the possibility of di- 
rect U.S. involvement in the 
conflict. But U.S. officials hope 
urgent appeals to Russia, Syria 
and other nations will avert 
broadened fighting. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers condemned the alleged 
invasion Sunday as "irresponsi- 
ble 
and 
imprudent" 
and 


warned: "This action carries 
with it the danger of a broad- 
ened conflict." 


"We call upon the Syrian gov- 


ernment to end immediately 
this intervention in Jordan," he 
said, "and we urge all other 
concerned governments to im- 
press upon the government of 
Syria the necessity of withdraw- 
ing the forces which have invad- 
ed Jordan." 


The Nixon administration's in- 


itial reaction took the form of 
the Rogers denunciation and 
warning and a direct request to 
the Soviet government, plus dip- 
lomatic appeals to other govern- 
ments, to put pressure on Syria 
to end its intervention. 


The appeal to Moscow was 


made through the ranking So- 
viet diplomat here, 
Minister- 


Counselor Yuly M. Vorontsob. 


Russia is Syria's major arms 


supplier and U.S. officials as- 
sume Moscow can exert con- 
siderable influence in Damas- 
cus. In a sense, the publicized 
U.S. appeal was a challenge to 
the Russian government to dem- 
onstrate what it is willing to do 
to curb the peril of spreading 
conflict in the Middle East. 


The official and public posi- 


tion of the Nixon administration 
has been one of concern for 
more than 400 Americans, in- 
cluding 38 out of 54 hostages 
held by the Palestinian guerril- 
las, with the possibility that 
force would be used if it was 
judged necessary to evacuate 
them. 


However, unofficial 
reports 


from Chicago last Friday, fol- 
lowing briefings of editors there 
by President Nixon, described 
Nixon as being prepared to in- 
tervene forcibly in Jordan if he 
thought such action was re- 
quired to save the government 
of King Hussein and keep the 
guerrillas from taking over. 


One possibility foreseen in the 


Chicago report was that Nixon 
might decide to act if Syria or 
Iraq entered the Jordanian civil 
war in support of the guerrillas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has condemned 
Syria's alleged invasion of Jor- 
dan as "irresponsible and im- 
prudent," and called on Russia 
and other concerned

rillas. The reported interven- 
tion appeared to increase chanc- 
es of direct U.S. involvement in 
the conflict. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP)—The 


Jordanian government's Radio 
Amman reports that Jordanian 
and Syrian tanks have clashed 
at Irbid, Jordan's second largest 
city. Reports early today from 
Israeli military sources, but un- 
confirmed by either Jordanian 
or guerrilla sources, said Irbid 
has fallen to the Syrians.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate leaders looked today toward 
making, another attejhpt to 
force a vote on a constitutional 
amendment to junk the Elector- 
al College in favor of the direct 
election of presidents. 


Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 


Mansfield had said a second at- 
tempt to end debate today on 
the proposal would depend on 
whether a new attempt would 
be more successful than an ef- 
fort last Thursday, which failed. 


The vote then was 54 for in- 


voking the Senate's debate-clos- 
ing rule and 36 against, or six 
short of the required two-thirds 
margin. 


The amendment would do 


away with the Electoral College 
and give the election to the 
presidential candidate who re- 
ceived 40 per cent or more of 
the popular vote. Failure of a 
candidate to receive 40 per cent 
would result in a runoff election 
between the two front runners. 


Opponents who succeeded in 


beating back an attempt to in- 
voke the Senate's debate-closing 
cloture rule last Thursday say a 
direct vote would destroy the 
two-party system and eliminate 
the role of the states in the elec- 
tion process.

Radio Amman reported today 
that forces loyal to Jordan"!

bered and suffering heavy cas- 
ualties in battles between Jorda- 
nian and Syrian tanks at the 
Jordan's second largest city, Ir- 
bid. 


In Tel Aviv, an Israeli mili- 


tary source said the Syrians had 
captured the city either during 
the night or early today, but 
there was no confirmation of 
that report from the Jordanian 
government's Amman Radio. 


Radio Amman said at least 


two brigades of Syrian tanks 
which invaded Jordan Sunday 
were converging on Irbid in sup- 
port of the Palestinian guerril- 
las holding the center of the em- 
battled city. 


The government radio im- 


plored the army to "hold fast 
and teach the heretic rulers of 
Syria a lesson in heroism." 


Syrian

Atassi denied that his country's 
troops had crossed the border 
after the first of two invasion 
claims by Amman, and Damas- 
cus Radio reiterated the denial 
today.
